A few days ago Cobb told a com- 
panion that If she did not marry 
him, he "would fix It so she couldn't 
narry anybody else." 

▲bou( 11 o'clock Saturday night 
ho tried to borrow a pistol from sev- 
«ral persoBB. telUag them that be 
bad -business to do with It. He had 
beon drlnklnc, hut did BOt appear 
drunk. Me finally got a revolver 
from a saloon man. Hiring a horse 
BBd buggy from a livery stable, be 
dlVre OBt of town and nothing more 
was seen of him until the time of 
the tragedy. 

Miss Cravens, who had charge of 
a doimrtment In Klein's Main-street 
dry godds stcire. went Ikhiic al)Out 
11:30 o'clock. She was seated at 
BB organ la her parlor, playing and 
talklBg to her yoaager ststor. Hear- 
iBg a step iB the yard^she looked to- 
ward the open window' aad saw 
Cobb's face peering In. 

"You frightened me, Herbert," 
she said. "Come In." 

The youBg man entered the room 
BBd the youBfer girl went out. in 
■a few momoBta four ahota were 
heard In quick succession aad a 
moment iater the slamming of the 
front door. 

Members of the household found 
Miss Cravenb l.tin^ dead on the floor. 
There were bullet boles la her 
breast, throat, aide aad arm. Bher- 
it JohasoB, who lives nearby, was 
noticed. He and Deputy Sheriff 
Chilton discovered Cobb's liat In the 
front yard, and his horse still bitch- 
ed at the gate. Several hours later 
they found the murderer walking in 
a fleld Bear the home of his father, 
a North Christian farmer. 

Cobb was brought to }all and his 
WOlfBd In Itie left sl<le was dressed 
by a physician. The bullet he had 
fired into his own body struck a rib. 
He bad thrown the pistol away. He 
talked In a oraay way to the oScers 
aad claimed to know nothlag of the 
killing of Miss Cravenb. 

This morning the victim's Sister 
visited the prisoner at the Jail In 
the hope of finding otit whv he had 
committed the murder. He admit- 
ted shooting the (Irl, but would say 
nothing else. 

Miss Cravens was a daughter of 
Job Cravens, n farmer. She was a 
young woman held In high esteem 
"by everyone who knew her.

As soon as the wife was out of 
sight, Husted called his young son, 
Leeter. By the time the boy reach- 
ed the house Husted had ^aeed a 

(ioublVbarreled shotgun across a 

table. Kneeling po that ho looked 
directly Into the muzzle. Husted told 
his little tiov. who coul'! li.irdh' have 

rafsed the heavy arm to his should- 
er, to pull the trigger. Lester was 
afraid to obev. 

"It Is all right, son," Lester says 

tii'; father told him. "Tlie pun Is 
' (It loadi^il. Von pull the trigger, 
!iir I want to hear how It sounds." 

The boy pulled the triggers but 
kept his thumb on the hammers so 
they fell lightly upoa the firing 
pins. There was no exploeton and 
the father >•-^l)uked his SOB for fall- 
ing to obey him, and again cocked 
the gun.

Juares. Mex., May tl. — Ofllclally 
designated representatives of the 

Mexican C.overnment and the revolu- 
tionists at M o'clock to-night sign- 
ed a peace agreement at the custom- 
house here, intended to end the hos- 
tilities, that have been waged In Mex- 
leo fof* the last alz moaths. 

Though covering only the princi- 
pal points negotiated thus far, the 
agreement practii ally ici unls the 
concessions by the Ciovcrnineiit of 
• bo«e deiiirinds which stanitm on 
November 20 left, resulted in the 
armed revolutloa la Mexico 
graBM announcing the signlnR of the 
agreement were dispatched through- 
out Mexi'o to rev<dutionary aad 
Federal leaders alike. 

Constitutional restrictions pre- 
vented, the inclusion In the agree- 
ment <A the fact that the rebels will 
be permitted to suggeet to various 
State Legislatures the names of Pro- 
visional Ciovernors. and likewise the 
fact tl|0t six of the eight ineinbera 
of the -new Cabinet have been cho- 
sea by the revolutionists, but the 
agreeaeat records that President 
Dial end Vice President Corral will 
resign nn<1 that the Oovernment is 
to coar< ii ite Its attentions on de- 
sired reforms. 

In the same room where Presi- 
dent Taft and President Uias met 
two yeara ago. where the portrait 
of President Taft In silent solici- 
tude looks down on the Peace <'oiii- 
niissioiiers — the portrait of I'resldeiit 
Diaz, which once hung beside the 
Taft picture having long since been 
removed, — peace was formally de- 
clared. * 

The actual signing of the agree- 
ment took place under most extraor- 
dinary circumstances to-nlKht nn the 
steps of the custombouse. When 
the pciico commissioners arrived 
they fouad the dtoor of the customs 
house looked and no one there to let 
them In. Accordiin-'y t!iev cat!ici'- 
ed on the steps of the building, and 
while newspaper men held matches, 
fountain pens wi^ro .'.I'-dnrad and 
the document sirnnd. 

Four automobiles turned their 
searrhllghts on the srrne, and «ii<»n 
the signa'ures were alpved the coiii- 
mlBslon'srr of both si 1 e'a' race I 
joyfully, while a small crowd that 
had "oHected jhoated *Vive ha- 
Pat." 



The oldest member of the Su- 
preme Cf>nrt of the I'nlted States, 
both In years and in point of ser- 
vice. .John .Mar.siiali Harlan, of Ken- 
tucky, stands In a class by himself 
to-day as the most progressive mem- 
ber of America's highest trlbuaal. 
He will be seventy-eight years old 
on .Iiiiie 1. and has served as an as- 
sociate Jiistue of the Supresne Court 
for thirty-tliree years. 

With vigor most extraordinary 
Justice Harlan took his stand in 
opposition to the other eight mem- 
bers of the court and contended 
that no concessions should be allow- 
ed monopolies: that the decision !n 
the lower loiirt in the case of the 
Standard Oil Company should be af- 
firmed without amendment. Harlan

trust law. He declared the court 
was legtolatlng, not interpreting the 
law.

Two baiiils played music 
sweet to Mexican ears, while con- 
tinually rang the shouts of the en- 
tbmilasts on the bleachers. 

Oen. Paacual Orosco acted as mas- 
ter of ceremonies. To him the tore- 
Bilor bowed and n!»ke<I iiermlsslon 
to kill. And toward him were di- 
rected the shouts of hundreds of his 
companions in arms. 

After the first killing a number 
of Americans left. Long before 
that, any resemblance an American 
nil^ht have traced to the crowds at 
a baseball name had gone. The 
horses we-e still untouched, howev- 
er, and their i)ica<lors hrouRht them 
out for the second liull. 

After the toreador had killed the 
necond bull, a peon with shovel and 
sand cleared away the blood that 
had furnished amusement to the 
crowd.

The county Judge and the Jalleir 
of Warren eoontr ha.ie begna the 
experiment of working jail prison- 
ers on the roads. The fIrHt week's 
work waa devoted to quarrying 
stone and In the five days during 
which the aefen able-bodied prison- 
era labored, about $76 worth of 
atone was turned out. Later this 
will be crushed and applied to the 
roads wherever It Is needed. 

The lawB tlves the rniinty judge 
and Jailer the right to work the 
prisoners on the roads and It Is a 
law that ahould be taken advanUgo 
of In everr eountf where there is 
any conalderable number of prison- 
ers. In counties like Warren, for 
Instance, where the Jail population 
sometimes Is large, the employmeut 
of the prisoners in making roads or 
in getting out road material, repre- 
senta a big aaving to tbe eonnty 
treasury. The roada have to bo 
maintained and prisoaen In ths Jail 



also have to 'le maintained, wheth- 
er In Idleness or otherwise. Jail 
sentences have no terrors fer a lar^e 
class of offenders. If, In addition 
to the imprisonment, they wer'> put 
at hard labor, the re.sults wouM lit 
better for, the piiioncro and also for 
I'ic county. 

To some of those who break th-> 
laws a term In Jail meana llttln 
more than holiday. Others, there is 
reaaon for believing, would prefer 

the outdoor pniiiloyment to the mo- 
notony of employment In a pris- 
on cell. It Is scarcely worth while 
to say that manual labor in the open 
air would Inure to the physical ben- 
efit of Jail Inmates. Moat of our 
Kentucky Jalla are anything but 
ideal from a sanitary point of view. 
Prison life yields fruitfully of t) 
berculoRls and nthor lilKfases ani 
there sbouUI'-be a humane as well a3 
an economical side to this problem 
of dealing with prisoners. 

On the face of It there does n. t 
seem to be much sense In feeding 
and lodging a' man for a period of 
days or weeks or months to secure 
the "payment" of a fine. It la much 
more sensible to put the prisoner at 
work on the roads, since thereby he 
will pay for bis "board and 
and at the aame- time ae 
something for his personal 
and for the general good.- 
ler-Joornal.

library of 66 different books, writ- 
ten In Its present form hy 4o (ir .'lO 
different writers, but contributed 
to by many more.

The May term of the Daviess 
criminal court was convened in Ow- 
ensboro by Judge BIrkhsad on Mon- 
day morning an^ will probably be in 
session two we4ks. 

The most Important and Interest- 
ing case that will be taken up by 
the body and which will probablv 
be tried at this term of the court is 
that against Mra. Loutllda Lynch, 
wife of- Oeorge Lynch, wiM is now 
in the Owensboro Jail on the 
charge of nmrderlng Amble Buck, 
her twenty-four-year-old aoa-ln-law, 
and the husband of her sl«tasn-year- 
old daughter. 

The murder occurred only a few 
weeks ago, and from the evidence 
that was developed In the examining 
trial, was one of the most coldblood- 
ed and atrocious killings that has 
occurred in that cotinly in n i.r'at 
number of yeara. Mrs. Lynch went 
to Buck's boats with a shotgun and 
when Buck eattb tp the door In an- 
swer to the knock of hot hosband. 
whom she had forced at the point of 
the gun to accompany her, she fired 
the contents of the Bun Into his side. 

The llrat plea of the womati af- 
ter the shooting was that she bad 
shot la self dsf*nss, as she believed 
at the time that Buck was aadeavor- 
Ins to secure a gun and shoot her. 
Since the death of the young man, 
and since the examliiiiiK trial. Mrs. 
Lynch has been showine indications 
of either actual or feigned insanity. 

There are alxteen otbera eontlned 
in the Jail who were bonad over to 
the grand Jury by examlnlag courts 
and who were unable to execute 
bond for tlieir appearance. In acMi- 
tion to those confined In the Jail 
there are several others who have 
been held over to the grand Jury, 
but who have given sattsfaetory bond 
for their appearance and who were 
released from custody. The grand 
jury will Invest Icate each of these 
cases, and where sufficient evidence 
la found, will deturn indietments 
egainst tlie accused.
